BY BUCKWHEAT, 


PACKAGE FOUND BY A SMALL 
BOY IN AN ALLEY. 


FOUR AT-THE POINT OF DEATH. 


Dr. Sutter Does Not Recognize the 
Drug, but Says It Is Some Power- 
ful Corrosive. 


Georgie Roberts, 10 years old, found a 
package of prepared buckwheat flour in the 
alley ‘Monday night. He tovk the package 
home and his mother made buckwheat cakes 
for breakfast Tuesday morning. 


cakes were taken violently ill, Four of the 
family were removed to the City Hospital, 
where Dr. Sutter said they were suffering 
from some powerful corrosive poison, and he 
thinks it is doubtful if any of them will re- 
cover. 

F. M. Roberts is a fireman on the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad. With his wife, Mary, and 
his sons, Ollie, aged 18; Frank, aged 16; 
George, aged 10; Johnnie, aged 6, and Lizzie, 
8 years old, they live at 1408 Papin street. 
The father is away on a trip and knows 
nothing of the calamity that has befallen 
his family. 

When Georgie came home Monday night 
he brought with him a package of prepared 
buckwheat, which hé said he had found in 
the alley at the rear of Head's grocery store. 
The package was open, and when Mrs. 
Roberts asked how it came to be so, Geor- 
gie said he had opened it to see what it 
contained. 

Mrs. Roberts took the buckwheat and put 
it away in the kitchen. She thought she 
would try the cakes for breakfast. 

The eldest two boys, Ollfe and Frank, 
work at the St. Louis Coffin Works, and 
had to be off early. Their breakfast was 
ready at 6 o’clock.* Ollie ate freely of the 
cakes and recommended the material of 
which they were made. Frank did not care 
for the cakes and ate none. Then they 
went to work. 

At 8 o’clock the rest of the family ate 
breakfast. » tn. ap heartily of the cakes

After Ollie and eanx had been at work 
a while Ollie complained of being sick. He 
began vomiting violently, and his condition 
became so alarming that he was taken to his 
home by his brother Frank, 

When the boys reached home they found 
the whole family, save Georgie, suffering in 
the same manner.’ The neighbors who were 
called in could do nothing ‘to afford relief, 
and ambulamces were called and the poi- 
soned persons were removed to the City 
Hospital where they are at the point of 
death. 

Dr. Sutter says he does not know ‘the ex- 
act poison that was taken. 

Two of the cakes and some of the flour 
in the original package have been saved and 
will be analyzed.

HER STOCKINGS 


MYSTERIOUS WOMAN WHO COULD 
NOT BEAR SHAME. 


PICKED UP WHILE PROWLING. 


Gave Her Name as Florence Fogel and 
Scared the Police by Attempt- 


The police dropped a mysterious woman 
giving the name of Florence Fogel Tuesday 
as they would a hot coal. 

Her arrest and the charge of immorality 
against her was a mistake, only discovered 
when the young woman was found hanging 
to the bar of her cell almost strangled. 

At 2:30 a. m. Patrolmen Haggeman and 
O’Leary saw a neatly-attired young woman 
walking slowly along Lucas avenue, be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth street. 

She would stop and look through the win- 
dows into the brightly lighted rooms of a 
disreputable house and then pass on to the 
next. 

The policemen arrested her. 

She protested, said she was respectable, 
and was looking for her husband, who she 
suspected was in one of the neighboring 
resorts. 

She was taken to the Fourth District Po- 
lice Station at Seventh and Carr streets. 
She gave her name as Florence Fogel an: 
a charge of street walking was put against 
her. 

She was locked in a cell by herself and 
as the turnkey fastened tne lock and left 
the room she threw herself on one ofg@he 
benches and sobbed violeatly. 

Five minutes later the turnkey passed 
through the room and peered ehedarhs the 
bars into Florence Fogel’s cell. 

He saw the young woman suspended by 
her neck from one of the top bars. She had 
tied ther stockings together at the feet and 
made them into a noose. 

The turnkey opened the cell and cut the 
improvised rope, and the body of the dy- 
ing woman fell to the cement floor. 

She was strangling and the patrol wagon 
took her to the City Dispensary. Dr. Kear- 
ney examined her and after a big dose of 
brandy was poured down her throat. she 
was considerably revived. 

The officers on the wagon had received 
orders to release ‘her if she were well en h 
to go to her home without assistance. She 
was well enough and allowed to leave the 


Dis sary alone. 

She would not give her right name nor 
would she tell her address. Questions were 
put to her at the Dispensary, but she an- 
ewered none. She would give no informa- 
tion concerning herself, but said as she left 
the Dispensary that if her husband were 
not home by the time she got there that 
her life wo be ruined and that instead of 
being taken to the City Dispensary her 
body would find its way to the Morgue.

“So her life dragged on—a torture in- 
deed. I could not bear to see the woman 
lately. I felt sorry for her from the bottom 
of my heart, and yet what could one do? 

“The denouement of Monday morning has 
solved the problem.” 


An acquaintance of Mrs. Franklin’s and a 
former boarder of hers, said, on hearing the 
news of her death, ‘“‘Well, so she’s really 
done it at last. It is mo surprise to me. 
Many atime has she sat in my parlor, with 
tears streaming down her cheeks, and said 
there seemed to be nothing left but suicide. 
There never was a@ woman so deeply, des- 
perately in debt. I actually don’t believe 
she had 6 cents of her own. The last time 
she came to see me, she anxiously inquired 
if the# wasn't some article of bric-a-brac 
she had that I would buy. 

She was perfectly irresponsible about bills 
and buying things. 

I have known her, when ‘we boarded with 
her, to send my husband as many as six 
notes in one day, asking him to cam her 
money, and then have or $100 worth of 
Turkish rugs sent home, which were never 
paid for. 

“She was generous—too much so, and too 
careless. It was no uncommon sight to 
see a colored servant going down the drive- 
way laden with baskets, heaped high with 
fruit and eatables.

“When she did have money I think the 
poor woman honestly tried to pay her bills.

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UGLY FEATURES OF THE BANE 
OF ILLINOIS. FAILURE. 


LOANS BY THE HALF MILLION 


Made to Relatives of President Schnei- 
der and State and Cook County 
Funds Involved. 


CHICAGO, Dec: 22.—The assets of the Na- 
tional Bank of Iinois, which closed its 
doors yesterday, are said to include, in ad- 
dition to the $2,475,000 loaned the Calumet 
Electric, $500,000 advanced to Robert bBer- 
ger, a son-in-law of President George 
Schneider: $500,000 advanced to G. A. Weiss, 
another son-in-law, and over $800,000 of 
doubtful debts. Berger is a partner in the 
firm of F. 8S. Dreyer & Co., which also went 
into the hands of a receiver yesterday, and 
Weiss is a brewer. 

The losses by the failure will fall upon 
1,971 individual depositors, and 350 National, 
State and private banks. Included among 
the depositors are the Treasurers of the 
City of Chicago and of ithe State of Illi- 
nois. The deposits of the Treasurers of 
the City of Chicago and Cook County will 
aggregate almost $1,000,000. The amount at 
the present time on deposit by the State 
Treasurer is comparatively small. 

Among the depositors were many large 
corporations and receivers. They included 


the receivers of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road and the receiver of the Whisky Trust. 

The de ts of F. 8S. Dreyer & Co. include 
the funds of the West Park Board. The 
amount at the time the bank closed was 
about $310,000. 

Tneriare rumors to ithe effect that Gov. 
Altgeld was carried by the Dreyer bank to 
the extent of $176,000. The Governor is also 
said ‘to be indebted to the National Bank of 
Illinois to the extent of $60,600. 

Robert F. Jenkins, one of the directors of 
the National Bank of Illinois, says: The 
directors did not know the size of the loan 
on the Calumet Electric. The discovery of 
the condition of the loan ‘was a® much of a 
surprise to me as to the public. The same is 
true of the loan to Dreyer & Co. The direct- 
ors were unaware of the loans which ap- 
pear to have carried the bank down, or were 
until the latter part of last week. I do not 
care to say who I believe was to blame for 
the Girectors being kept in the dark as to 
the magnitude of these loans.” 

The excitement attendant u 
lapse of the National Bank of Illinois and 
ite three or pate banks appears to have 
died out to-day. Runs of more or less mag- 
nitude were made yesterday on several 
banking institutions, notably the Garden 
Oity ng and Trust Company. The 
doors of that institution were opened an 
hour before banking hours to-day, but by 
10:30 a: m. withdrawals had ceased and de- 
ponte had trebled the amount taken out. 

Tithdrawals at other banks were few and 
far between. 

It is generally expected that Bank Exam- 
iner McKeon will be appointed receiver per- 
manentiy for the National Bank of Illinois.

BRAZIL’S BOLD CLAIM. 


Wants That Part of Guiana Involved 
in the Venezuelan Dispute. 


NDW YORK, Dec. 22.—The Herald's cor- 
respondent in Rio Janeiro, Brazil, tele- 
graphs that it ts semi-officially announced 
that the Brazilian Government is in pos- 
session of documents of the greatest impor- 
tance in relation to that part of Guiana 
which is now in dispute between Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela. These documents, it is 
stated, give satisfactory proof that the ter- 
citory ‘in question is properly within the do- 
main of Brazil.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Manila says: 

The affair at Mavcauayan was trivial, 
the rebels mumbering 4,000, scarcely firing. 
That very few spoils were taken goes to 
show that they are wretchedly armed. No

The Spanish troops behaved 
well, but the action was really no test. 
The rebels’ tactics are to tire the Spanish 
troops by constant alarms, retreating from 
a superior force and refusing an e ge- 
ment on equal terms. The affair at May- 
cauayan was intended to divert attention 
from Cavite. 

Gen. Polavieja has already cleared the 
Bulacan villages that were occupied by the 
rebels. Among the prisoners awaiting trial 
there are native priests, one the chaplain 
of a bishop whose throat was to be cut 
while asleep. 


BPRLIN, Dec. 22.—In anticipation of 
severe fighting there, two German. men.-of- 
war, the Arnica and the Irene, have been 
ordered from Hong-Kong to Manila.

COMPANIES GENERALLY AGREED 
ON A COMMON CONDUIT. 


THE TELEPHONE MEN OBJECT. 


The Only Trouble Likely to Arise 
Would Come From a Lack of 
Sufficient Distribution. 


The Board of Public Improvements held 
@ regular meeting Tuesday, and, after ad- 
journment, the special committee of all the 
members listened to the views of the ex- 
perts of the wire-using companies on the 


practicability of placing high and low ten- 
sion wires in the same trenches. 


Quite a number were present and several 
interested contractors also listened to the 
Proceedings. 

Mr. H. A. Wagner, speaking for the Elec- 
tric Light, Power and Conduit Company, 
the Missouri Electric Light and Power Com- 


pany and the Edison Illuminating Company, 
@aid that his company, operating so-called 
high-tension wires, would not be affected 
by the low-tension wires. He suggested, 
however, that the best general results would 
be achieved by placing the light and power 
wires in one trench, and the telegraph and 
telephone wires in another. He had no 
apprehension of the low tension lamb eat- 
a A his high tension wolf. 

e St. Louis Electric Light and Power 
Company, through its expert representative, 
©. E,. Delafield, offered no objection to the 
joint use of trenches, provided proper facili- 
tles were afforded for distribution through 
manholes, etc. 

The Western Union had no serious objec- 
tion to going into the same trenches with 
the high tension wires, but stated that it had 
never been asked to do so in any other 


city. 

Phe Phoenix Light, Heat and Power Co. 
hed no objection to common trenches, but 
wanted to be assured that the facilities for 
distribution would be ample. 

; . Sikes, speaking for the Bell Tele- 
hone Co, and the American Telegraph and 
elephone Co., expressed a strong prefer- 

ence for separate conduits and ducts as far 
“6 possible apart, on opposite sides of the 
street, wherever practicable, in order to 
avoid inductive disturbances, For the same 
feason they should be as far removed as 
possible from the street railroad tracks. 

John A. Barrett, who has been a member 
of the Prooklyn Subway Commission, also 
spoke at some length for the two compa- 
nies last mentioned, confining himself for 
the most part to the suggestion of mechan- 
ical and engineeri a eye oo He consid- 
ered it jmpossible for the different compa- 
n.es 'O use common manholes, for the rea- 
son that wires could not be drawn out of 
the ducts if it was necessary to curve them 
sharply into the manholes. , 

The only dramatic incident of the @ay was 
when a representative of the Kinloch Tel. 
ephone Company and the Citizens’ Electric 
light and Power Company made the state- 
ment that high and low tension wires were 
being Pperates in parallel ducts in other 
vities. e sald the two companies repre- 
aret by him were. willing to operate in 


phone Som pa umped to his feet and ask- 
ed Chairman man with a feel- 
ing if he would be perfhitted to deny the 
statement.

Judge Russell Points Out Duties 
Thrust on Him That Do Not Be- 
long to His Department.

The judges themselves consider the law 
unconstitutional. ’ 

The baneful influence of the present sys- 
tem was illustrated when it became neces- 
sary last spring for the Circuit Judges to 
appoint a successor to the late Justice of 
the Peace Patrick Sheehan. The facts in 
this matter have never before been fully 
disclosed. 

Col. Ed Butler took a deep interest in ob- 
taining the appointment, to the vacancy, of 
his friend, Joe Judge, deputy clerk of the 
Criminal Court... He brought all his influ- 
ence to bear with threats upon Judge 
Thomas A. Russell of the Circuit Court to 
compel him to vote for Deputy Clerk Judge. 
Judge Russell declared that while he was 
willing to vote for any worker in the party 
fitted for the position, he did not consider 
that Joe Judge answered the requirements 
of the law. He voted against him and thus 
encompassed his defeat, the appointment 
going to Judge R. B. Haughton. 

At the mocratic City Convention, 
shortly after, Judge Russell was defeated 
for renomination to the Circuit bench. 
When his defeat was assured, Ed Butler 
annouficed that whenever he went after a 
man he always landed him. 

Another instance of the force of political 
influences. upon the Circuit benc was 
given when the mandamus proceedings were 
instituted by the Foerstel faction of the 
Republican Twelfth Districd Congressional 
Committee to force the Election Commis- 
sioners to order the holding of a second 
whe yay! election. When wyer Ford 

mith filed the petition the matter was reg- 
ularly assigned to Judge Wi®xhrow’s division 
of the Circuit Court. at division was in 
yacation. All that day Mr. Smith searched 
the Court-house for a judge without avail. 
Next day he managed to corral Judge Flit- 
-craft, who issued a mandamus writ revrn- 
able in Judge Withrow’s court. 

Next day it was decided that the matter 
would be taken up by the judges in general 
term, sitting in Judge R l’s room, for 
the purpose of re-assigning the case. 

J Russell got the case. The first time 
it became necessary to rule upon a law 
— the matter he declar from the 

that he would refer it to the judges 
in- general term for decision. He explained 
that the matter had been foisted upon him 
at the conference, some of the judges hav- 
ang urged him to take the case as he was the 
only one not a candidate for re-election. 

It is understood that the Circuit Court 
judges who desire a change in the condi- 
tions are Judges Kiein, Vaillapt, Russell 
and Dillon. 

Judges Russell and Dillon retire from the 
bench Jan. 1, but as the judicial conference 
will be composed of the judges now on the 
bench, not of the judges-elect, they . will 
have as much voice and influence in the de- 
liberations as if they were to remain. 

The duties complained of are so extensive 
and have so long been rformed by the 
Judges that the present discussion is of the 
utmost importance.

Judge Russell dictated at the re- 
quest of the reporter the following state- 
ment, which, besides explaining the legal

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the Judges of the Circuit Court of the City 
of St. Louis the power of appointment, 
which is an executive power, in the follow- 
ing cases: 

“The appointment of the local Board of 
Equalization under ithe revenue law, which 
should be required to be made by ‘the 
Mayor of St. Louis or the Governor of the 
State. 

“The appointment of Justices of the Peace 
to fill vacancies. This should be a duty of 
the Mayor. 

“The duty of appointing a Jury Commis- 
sioner and of approving his appointments 
of deputy commissioners, which should be 
a duty of the Mayor or Governor. 

“The duty of appointing a provisional 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction, 
clearly belonging to the Governor or Mayor. 

ene ae stenographers and ap- 
proving their | and their appointments 
of deputies, which is exclusively within the 
province of the Governor. 

“The appointments of janitors of the 
Court-house. 

‘In addition to these duties they are re- 
quired to establish boundary lines for school, 
Senatorial, Representative and Justice 4d:i- 
tricts. This is clearly a Jegislative power, 
which should be exercised exiusiveiy by 
the State Legislature. ‘'nder the law of 
189%, too, there is imposed upon the Clr- 
cuit Court the duty of hearing applications 
for the reinstatement of Vvicrs upon the 
registry list and of passing upon the lsts 
of judges and clerks of lection. These 
are purely ministerial duties exclusively 
within th@ province of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners or of the Mayor. 

“They are also required to let contracts 
for printing, such as the pvblication of 
Sheriff’s notices, orders of publication and 
the like, which should be assigne.l to the 
City Register. 

“There is also imposed upon the Court 
the duty of granting licenses for public 
giain warehouses and of approving the 
bonds of such warehousemen, as well as 
of providing licenses for warehouses other 
than ain and of approving the bonds 
of such warehousemen. This clearly is not 
a judicial duty and should be assigned to 
the State Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioner. 

‘The duty of being present when the Jury 
Commissioner shall return into the Grand 
Jury wheel the names of persons drawn to 
serve, but not selected to serve, as Grand 
Jurors, is also imposed, upon the St, Louis 
Circuit Judges. This, though, might be 
stretched into a judicial duty. 

“Then there is the duty of administering 
the oath of office to the Election Commis- 
sioners and their subordinates, which causes 
vexatious delays in the administration of 
justice by reason of the time required. 

“In addition, the Circuit Court is required 
to fix the amount of and approve the Cir- 
cuit Clerk’s bond and that of the Sheriff, 
a duty rightfully attaching to the Mayor- 


alty. 

“Also the duty of fixing the compensation 
of the janitors for the Court House, which 
is a legislative power. 


“Finally the duty of certifying to the 
compensations of the stenographers in each 
division of the Circuit Court. is ie a min-

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“Several of my brother Judges, notably 
Judges Valliant, Klein and Dillion, have re- 

eatedly objected to the performance of 

hese duties, which have been thrust n 
them, but we have all been pers to 
proceed with the performance of such du- 
ties, not because we ‘thought we were law- 
fully required to perform them, but in 
furtherance of the public interest. 

“It will be observed that the discharge of 
these duties very frequently involves polit- 
ical questions which should never be su 
mitted to the consideration of the judiciary, 
for the reason that they may possibly feel 
themselves .bound by political ties which 
would greatly interfere with their judg- 


ment. 

“In addition to this they are Hable to 
be very much embarrassed in resisting in- 
fluences which may be brought to ar 
upon them in yo appoiztments and 
performing other non-judicial duties”

stated by one of the Circuit Judges to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that in the matter 
of the appointment of a janitor he had 
been approached by fifty persons urging the | 
claims of a certain man.
